As allusion i 
made in the letter to the condition o 
other states, and particularly to Louisi 
ana and Mississippi, I have added to the 
enclosures letters and testimony in re 
gard to tho lawless condition of a por 
tion of the people of the latter state. In 
legard to Louisiana affairs, the murder 
and massacres of innocent men, fo 
opinion's sake, or on account of color 
have boon of too recent date and of too 
recent occuirenco to require recapitula 
tion or testimony here. All arc farailin 
with the horrible details, the only won 
dor being that so many justify them o 
apologi/e for them. 
But recently a 


committee of th» senate of the Unitec 
States visited the state ef Mississippi, ti 
take testimony on the subject of fiaud 
and violence in elections. Their repor 
has not been made public, but I awai 
its forthcoming with a felling ot confl 
dencc that it will fully sustain all that 
have said in relation to fraud and vio 
lence ia the state ot Mississippi.
